About  the  Keynote  Speaker 


Julia  M.  Ojeda  is  a  bilingual,  bicultural  (Latina)  professional  with  more 
than  1 5  years  experience  as  a  facilitator,  trainer  and  consultant  for  both 
national  and  locally-based  initiatives  on  public  health  issues,  community 
partnerships,  retention  issues  of  students  of  color  in  higher  education, 
coalition  and  leadership  development,  and  advocacy.  She  has  worked  with 
a  broad  range  of  agencies  in  the  public  and  private  sectors,  including  the 
Private  Industry  Council,  the  Boston  Public  Schools,  Simmons  College, 
the  Bay  State  Banner/WILD  Radio,  Greater  Boston  Legal  Services,  the 
Boston  Prevention  Center  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Health.  Currently,  Ms.  Ojeda  is  a  Community  Health  Associate  and 
Facilitator  for  The  Medical  Foundation.  She  also  directs  her  own  consult- 
ing firm,  Ojeda  &  Associates,  which  specializes  in  workshops,  retreats  and 
seminars  on  interaction,  inclusiveness,  cultural  competence,  conflict  reso- 
lution, organizational  development,  and  participative  management  skills. 

Born  of  Puerto  Rican  parents  in  New  York  City,  Ms.  Ojeda  received  her 
schooling  in  New  England  and  settled  in  Boston  18  years  ago  to  attend 
college.  She  holds  a  Masters  degree  in  education  from  Cambridge  College 
with  an  emphasis  on  management/administration.  Ms.  Ojeda  also  has 
studied  human  resource  management  of  computerized  resources  at 
Cambridge  College  and  Management  of  Legal  Institutions  at  the 
University  of  Massachusetts/Boston  campus. 

Ms.  Ojeda  resides  in  Dorchester  and  has  one  daughter,  Raquel,  who  is 
employed  by  the  Pediatrics  Department  at  New  England  Medical  Center. 
Ms.  Ojeda  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Roxbury 
Community  College  Foundation  in  March,  1996. 


About  the  Composer 


Lift  Every   Voice  and   Sing 

James  Weldon  Johnson  was  born  in  Jacksonville,  Florida  in  1871. 
He  received  his  early  education  there  and  then  attended  Atlanta 
University.  A  subsequent  career  as  public  school  principal,  lawyer, 
diplomat,  executive  secretary  for  the  NAACP  and  professor  of 
creative  literature  at  Fisk  University  paralleled  his  growth  and 
maturity  as  a  poet  and  man  of  letters.  In  1900,  with  his  brother,  J. 
Rosamond  Johnson,  he  wrote  "Lift  Every  Voice  and  Sing."  Johnson 
also  wrote  the  lyrics  for  several  musical  shows  and  put  his  name  on 
a  number  of  hit  songs  in  his  early  writing  days.  At  the  time  of  his 
death  in  an  automobile  accident  in  1938  he  was  regarded  as  one  of 
the  foremost  African  Americans  of  his  generation,  (from  The  Poetry 
of  the  Negro,  1746-1970,  edited  by  Langston  Hughes 
and  Arna  Bontemps).
